2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
canceled al the rejected claims and amended claim 36 to include an allowable feature indicated 
in the previous Office Action. Specifically, none of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests, 
among other things, the following limitations: 
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- means for generating a first periodic signal with a first delay line and a second 
periodic signal with a second delay line and means for phase mixing the first and 
second generated periodic signals as required by claims 9, 21, 24, 27 and 36; and 

- means for phase mixing a first and a second periodic signals according to a first 
adjustable phase mixing ratio to produce a first phase mixed signal; means for phase 
mixing said first and said second periodic signals according to a second adjustable 
phase mixing ratio to produce a second phase-mixed signal; means for phase mixing 
said first and said second phase mixed signals according to a third adjustable phase 
mixing ratio to produce a third phase-mixed signal; means for measuring said phase 
difference between said periodic reference signal and said third phase mixed signal 
after a plurality of cycles of said third phase mixed signal required by claims 35 and 
22.
